would submit to congress the solutiion 
of the problem of adjusting the con- 
trol of -water power Sites as between 
the states and the general government.

Monitor, that Ironclad forerunner of 
the modern battl« ship, has been in 
the possession all these years of Cap- 
tain Louis H. Stodder, who served on 
the Monitor during her famous fight 
with the confederate ironclad Merri- 
mac, and Captain Stodder has now 
sent to the navy department library 
the tattered and 
frayed 
pages so 


fraught with reminiscences. 


These yellowed leaves will be bound 


and placed in a post of honor among 
other souvenirs of the history of tho 


country. 
In them there Is nothing to 


show the eventual fate of the famous 
first real fighting ship of the republic, 
for the Monitor was a fighting ship 
and nothing: else, unlike the ships she 
sought to protect, which had over her 
greater advantages of steam, sail and 
carrying capacity. 
Like the modern 


bMtle ship in some ways, she was a 
fighting machine and nothing else, but 
from nut the yellowed leaves as soon 
as they are repaired and bound vis- 
itors to the navy department library 
will be able to read the grim soldierly 
account of that celebrated March 9, 
1S62, when the Monitor 
fought 
the 


Merrimac, in which lay the' hopes o£ 
the confederates. 


Only about three hundred words are 


entered in the, log book in regard to 
the fight, telling how the Merrimac 
was obliged to haul off in a disabled 
condition after a four hours' battle, 
but to the student with a bit of im- 
agination or the officer In the civil war 
or his descendants every word of the 
log describing the days preceding the 
tight will be full of romantic interest. 


It has only a paper cover, this book,

Gentlemen of tho Xational Conservation 


Congress: 
Conservation us an economic and po- 


-itlcal term has come to mean the preser- 
vation of 
oi:r natural 
rpsourrrs 
for 


economical uso, so aa to secure the great- 
eat good to tlip greatest number. 


The dnnsor to the stat? and to the p?o- 
le at larae from thn ivafto and disaiua- 
:Jon of our national wealth Is nnt ono 
which quickly imprcssea itself on the peo- 
pls of the. older communities, because its 
most obvious instances do not occur In 
their neighborhood, while In tho newer 
part of th« country the sympathy with 
expansion and development Is so strone 
that the danger Is scoffed at or Ignored. 
Among scientific men and thoughtful ob- 
lervsrs. hownver, th« danger has always 
boen present; but It needed some one to 
bring home tho crying need for a. remedy 
of this evil so as to impress itself on tho 
public mind and lead to th* formation of 
publio opinion and action by the repre- 
santativos of the people. Theodora Roose- 
velt took up this task In the last two 
years or Ills second administration, and 
well did he perform It. 


As president of the United States I 


have, as it were. Inherited this policy, 
a.nd I rojoice in my heritage. I prlza my 
high opportunity to do all that an ex- 
eoutlve can do to help a great people 
realize a great national ambition. For 
conservation Is national, it affects every 


of us, every woman, every child. 


What I can do In the cause I shall do, 
not as president of a party, but as presi- 
dent of tha whole people. Conservation 
Is not a question of politics, or of fac- 
tions, or of persons. It is a Question that 
affects the vital welfare of all of us—of 
our children ajid our children's children. 
I urge that no good can come from ineat- 
Ingg of. this sort unless we ascribe to 


who take part In them, and who 
are apparently striving worthily in the 
cause.-all proper motives, and unless we 
judicially consider every 
measure 
or 


method proposed with a viaw to its effec- 
tiveness In achieving our common pur- 
pose, and wholly without regard to who 
proposes It or who will claim the ^credit 
for its adoption. The problems are of 
very great difficulty and call • for 
the 


calmest consideration and clearest fore- 
eight. Many of the questions presented 
have phases that are new In this coun- 
try, and It is possible that In their" soln- 
tlon we may have to attempt first ono 
way and then another. What I wish to 
emphasize, however, is that a satisfac- 
tory conclusion can only be 
reached 


promptly If we avoid acrimony, Imputa- 
tion* of bad faith, and political contro- 
versy. 


The publio domain of the govefnuont 


of the United States, including all the 
cessions from those of the thirteen states 
that made cessions to the United States 
and including Alaska, amounted In all to 
.about 1,800,000,000 acres. Of this there Js 
left 'as purely government property out- 
side of Alaska, something Itfca 700,000,000 of 
ncres. Of this the national forest re- 
serves In the United States proper em- 
brace 1«,COO,000 acres. The rest is largely 
mountain or arid country, offering some 
opportunity for agriculture by dry farm- 
ing and by reclamation, and containing 
metals as well g.s coal, phosphates, oils, 
and natural gas. Then the government 
owns many tracts of land lying along- the 
margins of streams that have water 
power, the use of which Is necessary In 
tho conversion of the power into elec- 
tricity and its transmission. 


I shall divide my discussion under the 


heads of (1) agricultural lands; (2) min 
eral lands—that is, 
lands 
containing 


metalliferous minerals: (3) forest lands; 
00 coal lands: (5) OU and gas lands; and 
(6) phosphate lands. 


Agricultural Lands, 


Our land laws for the entry of agricul- 


tural lands are now as follows: 


The original homestead law, with the 


requirements of residence and cultivation 
for flva years, much more strictly en- 
forced than ever before. 


The eniarged homestead act, applying 


to nonlrrlsable lands only, requiring five

There if nc. crying ne«-d for radical re- 


form in The rnrthorls of disposing of what 


cost or profit ot this water tb prWat* 
owners by the government Is held by the 
federal court of appeals not to be a 
usurpation of power. But certainly this 
ought not to be done except from sur- 
plus wator, not needed for government 
iand. The total »um already accumula- 
ted In the reclamation fund 
IB MO.CT.- 


25S.2. and of that all but SMSl.KS.M has 
been Pxp™<le<1. It becamn very clear to 
congress at Its last session, from the 
statements made by experts, that thes« 
Sfi projects could not b« promptly com- 
pleted with tho balance remaining; on 
har.rt or with the funds likely to accrue 
In tho near future. It wa» found, more- 
over, that there are many settlors who 
have been led Into taking up lanrts with 
the hope and understanding of having 
water furnished In a short time, who ar« 
left In a most distressing situation. I 
reconv.neml«l to congress that authority 
be given to the secretary of the Interior 
to issue bonds In anticipation of the as- 
sured earnings by the projects, so that 
the projects, worthy ami fenslhlc. mljcht 
be promptly completed, and the settlers 
might be relieved from their present In- 
convenience anfi hardship. In authorizing 
the Issue ot these projects, congress lim- 
ited She application ot their proceeds to 
those projects which a board of army rn- 
plneers. to be appointed by the president, 
should examine and determine to be 
feasible and worthy of completion. The 
board has been appointed and soon will 
make Its report. 


Suggestions have been nude, that the 


United Staten ousht to ntd In the droin- 
ftffe, of sxvarnp lands belonging to the 
states or private ownarr.. b»c?.us«. 
If 


drained, they would be exceedingly val- 
uable for agriculture and contribute to 
the gencrnl welfare hy extending the 
nrea of cultivation. I dcpreeate the ns'- 
tatlnn In favor of such legislation. Tt In 
inviting the general 
frovp.rnme.nt Into 


contribution from Its treasury toward en- 
terprises that should be conducted either 
by private capital or at the. Instance of 
the state. In these days there Is a dispo- 
sition to look too much to the federal 
Kovernment for everything. I am liberal 
In the construction of the Constitution 
with reference to federal power; but I 
am firmly convinced that tho only safe 
course for us to pursue Is to hold fast 
to the limitations of the Constitution and 
to regard as sacred the powers of the 
states. We have made wonderful prog- 
•es" and at the eame time have pre- 
lerved with Judicial exactness th» re- 
itrlctlons of tho Constitution. There Is 
an ensy way In which the Constitution 
:an be violated by 
congress without 


udlctnl inhibition, to-wtt, by approprla- ] 
Ions from the national treasury for un- 
onstltutlonal purposes. It will be a sorry 
day for this country If the time ever 
comes when our fundamental compact 
shall bo habitually disregarded In this 
manner. 


Mineral Lands. 


By mineral lands I mean those landi 
searing reetals, or what are called metal- 
Iferous minerals. 
The rules of owner- 


ship and disposition of these lands were 
first fixed by custom In the west, and 
hen were embodied In the law, and they 
have worked, on th« whole, oo fairly and 
•well that I do not think It Is -wise to 
attempt to chanca or better them. 


Forest Lands. 


Nothing can he more Important in the 


matter of conservation than the treatment 
of our forest lands. It was probably the 
ruthless destruction of forests In the 
older states that first called attention to 
a halt in the waste of our resource*. This 
was recognized by congress by an act 
authorizing the'executive to'reserve from 
entry and set aside public timber lands 
as national forests- Speaking generally, 
there has been, reserved of the existing 
forests about seventy per cent, of all 
the timber lands of tha government. 
Within these forests (Including 26,000,000 
acres in two forests in Alaska) are 192,- 
000,000 ot acres, of which 166,000,000 of 
acres are in the United States proper and 
Include within their boundaries some- 


like 22,OW,COO of acres that belonr 


to the state or to private Individuals. We 
have then, excluding Alaska forests, a 
total of about 144.000,000 acres of forests 
belonging to the government which is 
being treated In accord with the princi- 
ples of scientific forestry. 
»<i* 
' 


The government timber In this coun- 


try amounts to only one-fourth of ail the 
timber, the rest beins in private own- 
ership. Only three per cent, of that which 
Is in private ownership is looked after 
properly and treated according to mod- 
ern rules of forestry. The usual de- 
structive waste and neglect continues in 
the remainder of the forests owned by 
private persons and corporations. It Is 
estimated that fire alono destroya 150,060,- 
000 worth 
o£ timber 
a. year. 
Th« 


management o£ forests 
not on public 


land is beyond the jurisdiction erf the fed- 
eral government If anything can be done 
by law !t must be flo^e by the state leg- 
'.slatitros. I believe that it is -within their 
constitutional power to requira the en- 
forcement of regulations In the general 
public interest, as to 
firs 
and other 


causes of waste In the management of 
forests owned by private Individuals and 
corporations. 


I have shown sufficiently the conditions 


as lo federal forestry to indicate that no 
further legislation Is needed at the mo- 
ment except an Increase In the fire pro- 
tection to national 'forests and an act 
vesting 'the executive with full power to 
make forest reservations in every state 
where government land is timber-covered, 
or where, the land is needed for forestry 
purposes. 


Coa! Lands, 


The next subject, and on« most impor- 


tant for our consideration, is the disposi- 
tion of the coal lands in the United 
States and in Alaska, First, as to those 
In the I'nlted States. At the beginning 
of this administration they were class! 
fted coal lands amounting: to 
5.476,000 


acres., and there wera withdrawn from 
entry for purposes of classification 37.- 
J67.MO acres. Since that time there havi 
been withdrawn by my order from entry 
for classification 77,643.000 acres, making 
a total -withdrawal of 95.515.000 acres 
Slc.intime. of the acres thus withdrawn 
11.371.000 have he-en classified and foum 
not to contain cnal, and have been re 
stored fn acrlruitsiral ontry. and l.SSfi.OO"

acres have ht-en classified as coal lands 
wiiile 70.7SS.OO" acres remain withdrawn 
from entry an<j await classification.

1J10. there w«r« 
but 17 entries, with an area of 1,7M acros, 
whleh sold for $33.910.60, making a. dispo- 
sition of the coal lands in the last two 
year* of about 60,000 acre* for $1.305.000. 


The present congress, as already said, 


has separated the surface of coal lands, 
either classified or withdrawn lor classi- 
fication, from the coal beneath, so BB to 
permit at all times homestead entries 
upon the surface of lands useful for ag- 
riculture and to rest*ve the ownership 
in the coal to the government. Tho ques- 
tion which remains to be considered 1» 
whether the existing law for the sals of 
the coal in the ground should continue 
In forc» or be repealed and a new method 
of disposition adopted. Under the present 
law the absolute title in the coal be- 
neath the surface passes to tfie grantee 
of the government. The price tlxed is 
upon an estimated amount of the tons 
of coiil per acre beneath the surface, and 
tho prices are fixed so that^the earnings 
will only be a reasonable profit upon the 
amount paid and the Investment neces- 
sary. But. of course, this is more or less 
guesswork, and the 
government part* 


with the ownership of the coal in th« 
ground absolutely. Authorities of the ge- 
ological survey estimate that In the 
United States today thnre is a supply of 
ahout thrffi thousand billions of tons of 
coal, and that of this one thousand billions 
are lnth«publie domain. Of course, the oth- 
er two thousand billions are within private 
ownership and under no more control ns 
to the us» or the prices at which the 
coal may be sold than nny other private 
property. If the government leases the 
coal lands and acts as any landlord 
would, arid Imposes conditions 
In Its 


leases like those which are now Imposed 
hy the owners In fee of ooal mines In the 
•'»rlmi« coal regions of the east, then It 
would retain over the disposition of the 
coal deposits a choice as to the assignee 
of tbo lease, or of resuming possession at 
the end of tho term of the lease, which 
might easily he framed to enable It to 
exercise a limited but effective control 
In the disposition and *al» of the coal to 
tho public. It has been urged that ths 
leasing system has never been adopted In 
this country, and that 1U adoption would 
largely Interfere with the Investment of 
capital and the proper development and 
opening up of the coal resources. I van- 
turo to differ entirely from this view. 


The question as to how great an area 


ought to b« Included In a lease to one 
Individual or corporation. Is not free from 
difficulty; but in view of the fact that 
the government retains control as owner, 


think there might be some liberality in 
he amount leased, and that 2,500 acre* 
would not be too great a maximum. 


By the opportunity to readjust 
the 


errns upon which the. coal shall be held 
ty the tenant, either at the end o£ each 
easa or at periods during the term, the 
government may secure the benefit of 
baring In the increased price of coal and 
he additional profit made by the tenant. 
3y imposing conditions In respect to the 
character of work to be done in the 
mines, the government may control the 
iharacter ot the 
devolopmsnt of the 


mines and the treatment of employes with 
reference to safety. 
By denying the 


right to transfer the lea»a except by tho 
written permission of th« governmental 
authorities, it may withhold the needed 
consent when it is proposed to transfer 
;he leasehold to persons Interested in es- 
:abl!shlng a monopoly of coal production 
n any state or neighborhood. Tho change 
from the absolute grant to the leasing 
system will involve a 
good deal of 


trouble In the outset, and the training of 
experts In the matter of making proper 
leases; but the change will b« a good 
one and can be made. Tha change is In 
the interest of conservation, and I am 
glad to approve it. 


Alaska Coal Land*. 


The Investigation of the geological sur- 


vey show that the coal properties In 
Alaska cover about 1,200 square miles, 
and that there are known to be available 
about 15,000,000,000 tons. This is, however, 
an unflerestimate of the coal in Alaska, 
because further developments will prob- 
ably Increase this amount many times; 
but we can say with considerable cer- 
tainty that there are two nelds on the 
Pacific slops which can be reached by 
railways at tt reasonable tost from deep 
water—In. one cass about fifty mile* and 
In the other case of about 150 miles— 
which will afford 
certainly 
6,000,000,000 


tons of coal, more than half of which, is 
of a very high grade of bituminous and 
of anthracite. It is estimated to be worth, 
In the ground, one-hall a, cent & ton, 
which makes its value per acre from J50 
to fBOO. The coking-coal lands of Penn- 
sylvania are worth from WOO to $8,000 an 
acre, while other Appalachian fields are 
worth from $10 to $3St an, acre, and the 
fields In the central states from Jiff to 
$2,000 an acre, and in the Hocky moun- 
tains $10 to $500 an acre. The demand for 
coal on the Pacific coast Is for about 
4,500,000 tons a year. It would encounter 
tha competition of cheap fuel oil, of 
which ths equivalent of 12,000,000 tons of 
coal a year is used there. It is estimated 
that the coal could be laid down at Se- 
attle or San Francisco, a, high-grade bi- 
tuminous, at $4 a ton and anthracite at 
$5 or JS a ton. The price of coal on the 
Pacific slope varies greatly from time to 
time in the year and from year to year— 
from $4 to J12 a ton. 'With a regular coal 
supply established, the 
expert of the 


geological survey, Mr. Brooks, who has 
made a report on the subject, does no' 
think, there would be an excessive profit 
in the Alaska coal mining because the 
price at which the coal could ba sol< 
would be considerably lowered by compe 
tltion fjom these fields and by the pres 
ence of crude fuel oil. The history of tai 
laws affecting the disposition of Alaska 
coal lands shows them to need amend 
ment badly. 


On November 12, 1905, Ffesldent Eoose 


velt issued an executix-e 
order 
-with 


drawing all coal lands from location, am 
entry in Alaska. 
On May 16, 1007, h< 


caTty up the maximum ot value to I5W 
an acre. In my Judgment it is essential 
In the proper development of Alaska that 
these coal lands should b« opened, and 
that tha Pacific slope should b« given the 
benefit of the comparatively cheap coal 
of fine quality which can be furnished at 
a. reuonabla price frora these fields; but 
the publio, through 
the government, 


ought certainly to retain a wise control 
and Interest in these coal deposits, and I 
think it may do BO safely If congress will 
authorize the granting of leases, as al- 
ready suggested for 
government coal 


lands in the United States, with provi- 
sions forbidding the transfer 
of 
the 


leases except with the consent of the 
government, thus preventing their acqui- 
sition by a combination or monopoly and 
upon limitations as to the area to b« in- 
cluded in any one lease to one Individual, 
and at a certain moderate rental, with 
royalties upon the coal mined propor- 
tioned to the market value of. the coal 
either at Seattle or at San Francisco. Of 
course such leases should contain condi- 
tions requiring the erection of proper 
plants, the proper development by mod- 
ern mining methods of the properties 
leased, and th* use of every known and 
practical means and device for saving the 
life of tho miners. 


Oil and Gas Lands. 


In the last administration them were 


withdrawn from agricultural entry 2.820.- 
000 acres of supposed oil land In Califor- 
nia; about a million and a half acres In 
Louisiana, of which only 
6.EOO • acres 


were known to be vacant unappropria- 
ted land; 75,000 acres in Oregon and 174,- 
000 acres in •Wyoming, making a total of 
nearly 4,000,000 acres. In September, 1900, 
1 directed that all public oil lands, 
whether then withdrawn or not, should 
be withheld from disposition pending con- 
gressional action, for the reason that the 
existing placer mining law, although 
made applicable to deposits of this char- 
acter. Is not suitable V> sueh lands, and 
for the further reason that It seemed de- 
sirable to reserve certain fuel-oil deposits 
for the use of the American navy. Ac- 
cordingly the form of all existing with- 
drawals was changed, and new with- 
drawals aggregating 2,750.000 acres were 
made In Arizona, California, Colorado, 
Kew Mexico, Utah and Wyoming. Field 
examinations during the year showed 
that of the original withdrawals, 2,170,- 
COO acres ~ere not valuable for oil, and 
they were Restored for agricultural entry. 
Meantime, other withdrawals of public 
oil lands in these states were made, so 
hat July 1. 1910, the outstanding with- 
drawals then amounted to 4,550,000 acres. 


The needed oil and gas law Is essentlal- 
y a leasing law. In their natural occur- 
rence, oil and gas cannot bs measured in 
arms of acres, like coal, and it follows 
that exclusive title to these products can 
lormally be secured only after they reach 
the surface. Oil should be disposed of as 
L commodity In terms of 
barrels 
of 


iransportable product rather than 
In 


acres of real estate. This is, of course, 
he reason for the practically universal 
adoption of the leasing system wherever 
oil land Is In private ownership,. The 
government thus would not be entering 
on an experiment, but simply putting 
nto effect a. plan successfully operated in 
private contracts. Why should not the 
government aa a landowner deal directly 
with tha oil producer rather than through 
.he intervention ot a middleman to whom 
the government gives title to the land? 


T&« principal underlying feature 
of' 


such legislation should be the exercise of 
>eneflc!»l control rather than th« collec- 
tion of revenue. As not only the largest 
jwner of oil lands, but as a prospective 
large 'consumer o£ oil by reason of tn« 
increasing use of fuel oil by the navy, 
the ftderal government Is directly con- 
cerned both in encouraging- rational de- 
velopment and at the same time insuring 
th« longest possible life to the oil sup- 
ply. 


One of ths difficulties presented, espe- 


cially in thexCalifornia fields, is that the 
Southern Pacific railroad owns 
even- 


other section of land in the oil field, 
and In those fields the oil seems to be In 
a common reservoir, or series of reser- 
voirs, communicating through the 
oil 


sands, so that the excessive draining ot 
oil at one well, or on the railroad terri- 
tory generally, would exhaust the oil in 
the government land. Hence it Is Im- 
portant that if the government Is to have 
its share ot the oil it should begin the 
opening of wells on Its own property. 


It has been suggested, and I bslleve tha 


suggestion to be a sound one, that per- 
znlts bs Issued to a, prospector lor oil 


Dg him the right to prospect Jor two 


years over a certain tract of government 
land for the discovery of oil, the right to 
b« evidenced by a license for which he 
pays a small sum. When the oil is dis- 
covered, then he acquires title to a cer- 
tain tract, much In the same way as he 
would acquire title under a mining law. 
Of course If the system of leasing is 
adopted, then he would be given the 
benefit ot a lease upon terms Ilka that 
above suggested. "What has been said in 
respect to oil applies also to government 
gas lands. 


Phosphate Lands. 


Phosphorus is ono %f the three essen- 


tial* to plant growth, the other elements 
being nitrogen and potash. 
Of these 


three, phosphorus is by all 
odfls the 


scarcest element In nature. It is easily 
extracted in useful form from the phos- 
phate rock, and tho United States con- 
tains the greatest known deposits of this 
rock in the -world. 
They are found in 


Wyoming, Utah, and Florida, as well as 
in South Carolina, Georgia and Tennes- 
see. The government phosphate lands are 
confined to Wyoming, t)tah and Florida- 
Prior to March 4, 1989, there were 4,090.000 
acre* withdrawn from agricultural et,lry 
In the ground that the land covered phos 
phate rock. Since that time, 2,322.000 acres 
of the land thus withdrawn was found 
not to contain phosphate In profltabl 
quantities, while 1,578,000 acres was classl 
fled properly as phosphate lands. During 
this administration there has been with

Arguments Against Idea. 


On the other hand, it Is contended thlt 


it would relieve a complicated situation 
if the control of the water-power sits 
and the control of the water were vested 
in the same sovereignty and ownership, 
viz., the states, and then were disposed 
of for development to private lessees un- 
der the restrictions needed to preserve 
the interests of the public from the extor- 
tions and abuses of monopoly. Therefore, 
bill* have been introduced in congress 
providing that whenever the state au- 
thorities deem a water power useful they 
may apply to the government of th« 
United States for a grant to tho stat» 
of the adjacent land for a water-power. 
Bite, and that this grant from the fed- 
eral government to the state shall con- 
tain a condition that the state shall 
never part with the title to the water- 
power site or tha water power, but shall 
lease it only for a term of years not ex- 
ceeding fifty, with provisions in th« 
lease by which the rental and the rates 
for which the power Is furnished to the 
public shall be readjusted at periods les» 
than the term ot the lease, say, every ten 
years. The argument is urged against \ 
this disposition of power sites that legis- 
lators and state, authorities are mora sub- 
ject to corporate Influence and control, 
than would be the central government; in 
reply It Is claimed that a readjustment 
of the terms of leasehold every ten years 
would secure to the public and the state 
just and equitable terms. 


I do not express an opinion upon th« 


controversy thus made or a preference ' 
as to the two methods of treating water- 
power sites. I shall submit the matter to 
congress and urge that one or tho other 
of tlie two plans be adopted. 


I have referred to the course of the last, ' 


administration and of tho present one In 
making withdrawals of government lands 
from entry under homestead and other 
laws and of congress in removing all 
doubt as to the validity of these with- 
drawals as a great step in tho direction 
of practical conservation. But It Is only 
one of tr,-o necessary steps to effect what 
should be our purpose. It has produced 
a status quo and prevented waste and ir- 
revocable disposition of the lands until 
the method for their proper disposition 
can be formulated. But it is of the ut- 
most importance that such withdrawals 
should not be regarded as the final step
